Bat Uic Governor of Louisiana Bnye 
A t Ho Must Keen Hla Pluce. 

In 'his 'Inaugural speech at ilnton 
Rouge, fra., Gov, Newton C. Blanchard 
spoko aa fWlewj« of the negro question: 

"Mob, lit w amTdefinnce of Inw will not 
be tolerated, Lyuchlag .wilt not be per-, 
mitred under any clrcu ul stances, If it. bo 
possible fbr the military at the command 
af tho Governor to prevent It. Sheriffs 
will be held to the"' strictest accounta- 
bility possible uuder the law for the 
safety from mob violence of persons ifi 
their custody, . "^ 

"The negro is here, ' He Is a mnn and 
s citizen. He Is useful and valuable in 
bis sphere. Within that sphere he taunt 
be' gunrautecd the equal' protection of 
the law, and' his education along proper 
lines — in n inly agricultural and industrial 
— Is nt once n duly and n necessity. He 
must be protected la his right to live 
peaceably *ntid quietly, In his right to 
labor and enjoy the fruits of his labor. 
He must be encouraged to Industry and 
taught habits Of thrift. 

"No approach toward social equality 
or social recognition will ever ho tolerat- 
ed In Louisiana, Separate schools, sep- 
arate* churches, separate cars, separata 
p bices of entertainment will be enforced. 
Racial dlstlnctiou aud Integrity must be 
preserved.

These dead limbs that cling here and 
there 1 on living trees are seasoned and 
are off the .'ground, so' that they do 
not get soaking wet at. any time, and 
they, dry quickly Loiter a_ raid. ■ They 
,'are" hardly ever wet through, so^that 
no matter how wet the woods are you 
can always' get^ dry wood f to start a 
fire, and then almost anything will 
burn. There are -ten thousand ways 
to build a carapfire, I always build a 
small fire',,-' and , then* keep it gojng' 
with dry wood for a while before 1 
get ready . to do . my . cooking, so that - 
there, will be a good bunch of coals 
to cook over. Then T, have a little 
pile of -dry,- Btfcks as large as ; lead 
.pencils somewhere within easy reach, 
bo that I can help my fire. along if It. 
Bulkfl_at the wrong time.- Then I get 
a couple of green sticks as big as my 
arm and put one on each side of the 
fire, so it will stay In one place and 
not waste the . heat on ' all ' aides.—
